$90,000 DEMANDED 
TO FIGHT EPIDEMIC 
OF SCARLET FEVER 


Le 


Chairman Nance of Health 
Committee Tells Counell 
City Is Menaced. 


MORE THAN 2,000 CASES 


Hospitals Taxed to Capacity with 
Children and Diphtheria Also 
Threatens. 


LONG WOULD REDUCE ALDERMEN 


An emergency appropriation of $50,000 to 
meet the rapid spread of contagious diseases 
throughout the city was urged upon the city 
council last evening. 

Ald, Willis O. Nance, chairman of the com- 
mittee on health, presented the demand after 
an afternoon meeting of that committee, at 
which the situation and Its possibilities had 
been emphasized by Health Commissioner 
Young. He told the aldermen the death rate 
from scarlet fever and diphtheria !s the high- 
est in twenty-six years, with the exception 
of the rate in 1905; that there are now in the 
city 2,100 cases of scarlet fever alone, and 
his hospital facilities can take care of only 
200 of them. The rest are in private resi- 
dences. 

The aiderman also mid that the worst will 
be known by Monday. The school children 
went back to their books on Jan. 6, and he 
said,if there are a large number of “ walk- 
ing cases"’ or disease “ carriers"’ among 
them epidemic conditions may develop. 


More than 2,500 Afflicted. 

“ There are more than 2,000 cases of scariet 
fever in Chicago and fully 500 of diphthoria,”’ 
said Dr. Nance, in presenting the subject. 
“This is approximately twice the average 
number of cases of diphtheria and three times 
the number of scarlet fever cases for this 
season of the year. 

“ Unfortunately, too, the virulence of the 
diseases. 4s more..severe.than.waual, - 
about 300 of the 2,500 cases of the two dizeases 
in the clty are being cared for in pub’ic in» 
etitutions. There is a large waiting list at 
the County hospital. The isolation hospital 
te full and the beds provided by the city at 
the St. Francis hospital on the edge of 
Evanston are all occupied. 

“In order to prevent effectively the further 
epread of these diseases, the city must pro- 
vide for the proper care and quarantine of the 
existing cases. 

“The health department is working day 
and night in an effort to contro) the aitua- 
tion, which is admitted to be the worst in 
many pears. An emergency appropriation is 
urpently desired, and should be granted 
without question.” 

Dr. Nance said he had conferred with 
Chairman Richert of the finance committee, 
and upon his suggestion let the matter go 
to that body for conaideration. At theafter- 
noon committee meeting {it was suggested 
the department might be able to lease an in- 
completed hospital building at Robey and 
Lubeck streets, and Commissioner Young 
will investigate this possibility. 


Long Wants 35 Aldermen. 

Ald. Theodore *K. Long presented a plan 
for remodeling the aldermanic election sys- 
tem he sald would greatly tncrease the effi- 
clemay of the council and save an average of 
$125,000 a year. He recommended theamend- 
ment of a bill it is proposed to send to the 
legisiature extending the terms of aldermen 
to four years. He recommended that each 
ward have one representative instead of two 
and that the aldermanic salary be increased 
from 83,000 to $5,000 a year. . He also pro- 
posed that 1914 see the first of the quadren- 
nial elections go thet the aldermanic contests 
would not be influenced by other elections. 

His estimate of the saving was based on 
estimates showing the elimination of two al- 
dermanic elections every four years would 
gave $332,000. that the saving on aldermanic 
salaries by having only one from a ward 
would be $140,000 for the four years, and that 
the reduction in the expenses of the election 
board would bring another $30,090, a total of 
$502,000 for the four years, 


Bars “Side Line” Aldermen. 

“We have long passed the age.’ he said, 
’ when the aldermamic office can be regarded 
as a juicy side line to some other occupation. 
The office today is of recognized public im- 
portance and demands serious and careful 
application to the problems presented for 
solution. 

“This body legislates for a population 

larger than many of the states of the union 
and larger than many foreign republics, 
principalities, and kingdoms." 
, He asked that the matter Be referred to 
the judiciary committee and@ also referred 
there an order directing the preparation of 
an ordinance to prevent automobile owners 
from leaving their care where they can be 
stolen by the automobile bandits. It directed 
the committee to prepare an ordinance 
“ properly prohibiting or regulating the leav~- 
ing of unoccupled automobiles on public 
streets. He said he had in mind the re- 
ment of locking devices or the removal of 
some essential part of the machinery during 
the driver's absence. 


Mayor Aids City Employes. 

Mayor Harrison had the appropriation Dill 
amended so that all employés whose salaries 
are cut 20 per cent pending relief estate leg- 
ielation will receive the amount withheld if 
the legislature permits the iseuance of bonds 
for ordinary corporate purposes. 

The ordinance requiring all elevated rail- 
roads to vestibule their cars was called up 
and paseed. Ald. Frank McDonald bad an 
emergency ordinance paseed to prevent the 
construction of an ice plant on Colorado 
avenue, near Homan avenue. 

The council paesed an ordinance prohibit- 
ing such establishments in residence districte 
without frontage coneents. : 

Ald. Block asked the local tranaportation 
committee to determine why the ordinance 
prohibiting freight trains more than TCO feet

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POLICE AUTOS OUT 
ON BANDIT HUNT 


Four Loads of Detectives 
Armed to Teeth with Rifles 
Sent Out by Halpin. 


PROWL THROUGH NIGHT.

A solitary bandit leaped from 
an automobile in front of 3911 
(iranpd boulevard at 12:30 this 
morning. Eugene Shank, 3017 
Grand boulevard, was passing.

These, or words of similar portent, were 
spoken last evening in low, tense tones by 
Capt. John Jeremiah Halpin, head of Chi- 
cago’s detective bureau, as he stood tn the 
shadow of his office adjoining the La Salle 
street tunnel. 

They were addressed to four " battle car ”’ 
loads of detectives, rifles. and extra boxes of 
cartridges as they (the automobiles) stood 
chugging impatiently before him. 

The automobiles, the policemen, the rifies, 
and the rest of it formed the captain‘s latest 
device for exterminating the auto banults 
who during the last month have been making 
the Chicago police department something of a 
joke to everybody in America except .ne peo- 
ple of Chicago. The captain was just turning 
out the automobile squadron, and he spoke 
in the manner of one loosening a holocaust. 


Or Words to That Effect. 

* Shoot,”’ said the captain, or words tothat 
effect. “and shoot to kill. If you see any 
automobfie bandits you wili, of course, recog- 
nize them by their wide grins and their gen- 
eral alr of carefree irresponsibility.

Battle Cars Sally Forth. 

The first news from the “ battie care” 
themselves came over the telephone to As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler’s office at li o'clock 
from the south side bandit hounds. Earl 
Harmon and Anthony Dahiia, two youths, 
were arrested in the shadow of a building 
near Twenty-second street and Prairie ave- 
nue. 

When the detectives jumped from their 
taxicab the boys started torun. They were 
caught. Harmon was recognized at the de- 
tective bureau, according to the police, as a 
fugitive from Elkhorn, Wie., wanted for the 
theft of $65 and two gold watches. 


Work on Three Suspects. 

The police have given up hope of connecting 
three young suspecte held at the detective 
bureau since Saturday, with the band of 

Hubert Saucier, one of the trio, was identi- 
fied, however, by three persons who had good 
cause to remember him. Albert Charest was 
identified by two men who had been relieved 
of their valuable some time ago. No new 
victime of Mitchell, the third member of the 
trio, were found. 


STRIKING NEW YORK WAITERS

Predict “Nonpartisan Deal.” 

Out of the clowd of conjecture came this 
definite forecast of opinion, which is shared 
by @ substantial element in the house. If an 
honest and legitimate nonpartisan organiza- 
tion is not formed, and within the neat twen- 
ty-four hours, by men able to apeak for the

Springfield, IiL, Jan. 8,—[Spécial.]—The 
senate failed to get a constitutional organi- 
zation today, the failure being a result of a 
Democratic-Progressive coalition based upon 
no program except that there should be no 
action. Twenty-five Republican senators 
voted for a definite program of election of 
the constitutional officers. They had turned 
down all overtures from the two Progres- 
sives, Serrators Jones and Harris. The result 
was a fiat failure to accomplish anything. 
The senate adjourned until 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning 

The .twemty-three Democrats present and 
the two Progressives refused to vote, and 
answered “ present but not voting ”’ on the 
three definite propositions put up to them 
by the Republican caucus. Senator John 
Broderick, Democrat, was not present. 

Lieut. Gov. Oglesby ruled the situation did 
not affect a “tie vote’ within the meaning 
of the constitution and declined to count a 
quorum as present or to cast the decisive 
vote himeelf. On the motion to“adjourn, 
Senator Hefin, Democrat, voted with the 
Republicans, and the motion Was declared 
carried. 


Republicans Refuse Compromise. 

The Republicans tonight say they will not 
entertain any proposition which has been ad- 
vanced by the two Progressives. They assert 
they are willing to permit the conditions to 
remain as they are and to let Senator Jones 
assume the responsibility. 

There is little hope that the Democrats will 
be able to effect a definite agreement with-the 
Progressives. Senator Broderick, it is known, 
does not intend to enter into any arrange- 
ment to which Senator Jones iga party. 

This decision leads back to the activities 
of Senator Jones in the investigation in the 
last session of Senator Broderick’s relation 
to the Lorimer scanda!, which resulted in the 
creation of thé Helm committee and the pro- 
duction of the Funk testimony, and the sub- 
sequent resolution of the state senate which 
led to the second Lorimer investigation in 
Washington. 


Wait on House Action. 

The general attitude of the senate, Repub- 
licans, Democrats, and Progressives alfke, ts 
to awak some symptom of what the house in- 
tends to do. 

There is talk that there may bea Republj- 
can-Democratic alliance which would give 
contro! of the senate to a Republican. the 
presidency pro tem to Senator Manny, elected 
head of the Democrats, and an equal division 
of the committees. This arrangement would 
provide that the two Progressives would 
have their pro rata representation in the com- 
mittees, which is a legislative subterfuge.

“I have received 
commendations from different parts of the 
state. 


Says Progressive Is Needed.

Actress Fiancee Sends Brother 
to Take Charge of Dr. 
Schade’s Body. 


MAHOGANY COLONY PLAN. 


Minister Gained Concessions in 
Panama Which He Dreamed 
of Developing. 


Miss Allene Mew has sent her brother, 
Wilson, to take charge of the body of her 
Dr. Augustus E. F. Schade, the 
minister found dead in a Cincinnati hotel on 
Monday. The young Chicago actress, whom 
Schade intended to marry and make queen 
of a love Utopia in Panama, refuses to be- 
lieve he ended his.own life. 

Dr. Schade was a familiar figure to neigh- 
bors near the girl's home at 205r Mohawk 
street. H. D. Lingenfelter of Cleveland, where 
Schade once lived, also told of the minister 
in Cincinnati yesterday. 

** Dr. Schade'’s dream was of a little empire 
within the Panama republic, with a monopoly 
of the mahogany industry, a court, and a 
beautiful queen. When he saw the dream 


fading he decided, as his last note says: * I, 


do not want to live without honor. I am 
weary and old, and it is painful to continue 
the struggle,’ ’’ said Mr. Lingenfelter, who is 
in the real estate business and general man- 
ager of the new company holding a Panama 
concession to Dr. Schade. 

“Last November arrangements were per- 
fected to take over Dr. Schade’s concession. 
Dr. Schade was a director in the new com- 
pany, which is'the Era Neava Development 
company. 


Wife Is Divorced. 

. Schade’s wife was divorced some time 
ago. re daughter died. When he saw this 
girl in New York he was attracted toher. He 
declared he loved her and was honorable in 
ail his dealings with her.’’ 

Schade had devoted. his life to the seeking 
of the “‘absolute’”’ good and the theoretical 
creation of “‘the true and )jerfect man” 
whom he described in his book on “ The 
Philosophy of History.’’ 

But in a postal card which he sent last 
week to the officers of the Mission sé@ciety, 
which backed his project for the establishihg 
of a perfect government of Mormon-Amer- 
icans in Panama, he declared his reaciness to 
throw his own life away by suicide, if they 
did not send him $300 so that he could go 
back to Panama. , 


Love Letters from Girl. 

Among his effects were many tender love 
Jetters, beautifully written by the young 
actress, who protested she did not deem her- 
self worthy of the old man’s love. One let- 
ter read: 

*‘ Dear Mr 


Schade: You must please for- 


give me for not writing sooner, but I have: 


not been very well since my arrival ig Chi- 
cago, and this is the very first letter I have 
attempted. I should have liked to have been 
with you, to have seen that you were well 
ared for, but I hope, dear, that it was not 
necessary., Thank ;ou for your dear, sweet 
letter and postcard, and I shal! repay you, 
dear, by being) a very ardent correspondent 
henceforth. I feel so very grateful to such 
a man as you, dear, to take such an interest 
in and display such affection toward a simple 
little. gir! like me and [ shail hope to prove 
myself worthy of such a gift. 

* You take care of yourself and think sweet 
little thoughts of your sincere friend.

Having established to its satisfaction the 
existence of a “‘ money trust,”’ the Pujo in- 
Vestigating committee is arranging to close 
its hearings next week. 

Before adjournment the committee will ex- 
amine three Chicago bankers—George M. 
Reynolds, president of the Continental and 
Commercial National bank; James B. For- 
gan, president of the First Nationa) bank, 
and John J. Mitchell, president of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings bank. These three insti- 
tutions are alleged to be the western members 
of the trust which has ite center in New York. 

Mr. Reynolds, Mr. Forgan, and Mr. Mitch- 
ell are expected by the committee to contrib- 
ute a deal of information which will show 
more conclusively than is now the case the 
hold of the trust upon the west as.wellas the 


east. 

They will be asked as to the number of 
directorships which officers of their banks 
have in New York banks and corporations 
financed by the Morgan group, the purpose 
being to demonstrate the farreaching char- 
acter of the system of interlocking directo- 


rateships which is in force. 


Question Chicago Bank Mergers. 

Tihey will be examined as to bank coneoli- 
dations which have occurred in Chicego and 
the part they played therein; the extent of 
the resources of their institutions and the 
character of the business they conduct; the 
amount of their profits, including surplus; 
the accommodations they give to commercial 
as compared, to accommodations 
based on corporation securities, and whether 
in time of stringency they had money on call 


* in New York or whether they cared for the 


on 


interests of those needing money in their 
section and the fates charged therefor. 

In short, the examination of theve finan- 
cilers will be stmilar to that of Mr. Morgen. 

Mr. Reynolds will be asked particularly 
about the number of directors which his in- 
stitution has in banks, trust companies, in- 
surance companies, raliroads, and producing 


’ and trading companies, etc. 


Directors Hold Other Posts. 


The committee’s information is that the 


2 Continental and Commercial has twenty-four 


directors in six banks and trust companies, 
three of which are located in New York and 
three in Chicago; two directors in two in- 
gurance companies, eleven direc’ors in nins 
railroad systems, nine directors .n seven prv- 
ducing and trading companies, are three dl- 
rectors in three public utility companies, a 
total of forty-nine directors in twenty-seven 
corporations, with a capitalization, or re- 
sources of $6,969,000,000. 

Mr. Forgan’s attention will be drawn to 
the statement that the First National bank 
hes twenty-nine directors in six banks and 
trust companies, of which four are located in 
New York and two in Chicago; two directors 
in one insurance company, fifteen directors In 
fourteen railroad systems, and nine cirectors 
in seven producing and trading companies, a 


* total of seventy-nine directors in twenty-nine 


¢Gompanies, having an aggregate capitalization 
of $9,158,000,000. 


Mitchell to Explain Interests. 

Mr. Mitchell will be expect tu explain the 
interest of the Illinois Trust ar.d Savings bank 
in twenty-two companies, with a capitaliza- 
tion or resources amounting to $4,598,000,000, 
in which it has twenty-eight directors as fol- 
lows: Twelve directors in nine banks, eix of 
which are located in New York and three In 

Chicago; one director in one ‘nsurace com- 
pay, one director in five railroad systems, 
feur directors in three producing and trading 
companies, and six directors in four public 
uiility corporations. 

It is of further interest to note that the 
€nontinental and Commercial Nationai bank, 
the First National bank, ani the Illincts 
Trust and Savings bank are all represented 
on the board of directors of the New York 
Trust; and that the First National bank and 
the Illinois Trust and Savings bank 6re rep- 
resented on the boards of the Chase National 
bank of New York and the First National 
bank of New York. 

The Continental and Commercia: and the 
Illinois Trust each has reprasentatives on the 
boards of directors of the Chicagu Elevated 
railways and the Commonwea'th Edison com- 
pany. The three banks also have directors 
on boards on the same railruad systems. 


Testimony Climax of Hearings. 

The testimony of the Chicago bankers prob- 
abiv will be the most important the com- 
mittee will take before it closes its hearings, 

The policy of Samuel Untermyer, who has 
conducted the investigation, has been not to 
load the record down with the testimony of 
a great many witnesses, all of whom would 
testify to the same facts and conditions, 
but to obtain evidence from authoritative 
witnesses respecting the various points it 
was desirable to establish. Consequently 
nearly the whole scope of the inquiry’ as 
Planned has now been covered or will be 
within the next few days. 

The effort from now on will be directed 
toward ascertaining to how great an extent 
the national banks have neglected their 
proper functions as the necessary aid to legit- 
timate business In order to become promot- 
ers of combination schemes and manipu- 
lators of stock exchange securities. For 
this purpose some of the heads of the great 
financial banks of New York as well as those 
of Chicago have been summoned.

Monetary System Criticised. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8—Fauks in the 
national banking laws were discussed to- 
day before the house money trust commit- 
ytee by Controller of the Currency Lawrence 
O. Murray. Mr. Murray spent more than 
three houre under examination by Samuel! 
Untermyer, counsel for the committee. He 
asserted the national bank act as at present 
constituted was “ineffective and inade- 
quate.” 

The committee tomorrow will hear George 
F. Baker of the First National bank of New 
York, who, Mr. Untermyer says, with James 
Stillman and J. P. Morgan conetitutes the 
trio of most powerful masters of finance in 
Wall street. The connection between these 
three men, the institutions in which they are 
interested, and the funds controlled by these 
institutions, wil) form the basis of Mr. Ba- 
ker’s examination. 

J. P. Morgan, besides testifying before the 
Pujo committee, will appear before the Glass 
committee. He is expected to make valuable 
suggestions as to the methods by which evils 
shall be eradicated fram the present mone- 
tary system. 


Murray Tells Banking Faults. 

Mr. Murray condemned the practice, which 
he said was a growing evil, of directors or 
officers of national banks accepting “ per- 
sonal compéneation” from borrowers to 
whom the funds of the bank are loaned. He 
said legislation should be passed providing 
“ criminal prosecution ” of the practice. He 
also indorsed a scheme to force banks to 
make public the list of securities held as as- 
sets by national banks. Publicity of lists 
of stockholders in national banks, he said, 
would be beneficial. 

Questioned by Mr. Untermyer, Mr. Murray 
outlined the method of the examination of na- 
tional banks by his office and asserted that 
under the present system the inspection was 
“ ineffective."” He further said that his 
knowledge of clearing house associations was 
merely incidental, 

“We have received complaints from time 
to time from banks who said that certain 
clearing house rules were detrimental] to their 
business,’ he continued, “ but we have al- 
ways told them we had no jurisdiction.”’ 


Fix Value of Securities. 

The controller said bank examiners fixed 
the value of securities by the price on the 
New York stock exchange when the stocks 
were listed there. 

“Then if the stock quotation is for a false 
or fictitious value the examiner accepts it?’’ 
asted Mr. Untermyer. 

“ Yes,’ said the controller. 

Mr. Murray stated he had prepared astate- 
ment ofthe loans of banke which could loan 
more than $1,000,000 to an individual, but that 
he could not submit the statement to the 
committee until directed to do so by the 
president. There were but thirteen national 
banks, he said, which could make lane of 
$1,000,000 to an individual, but he could not 
say how many could loan a million to the 
same interest by dividing the loan among 
individuals representing the same interest. 

The committee contemplates asking the 
new congress which will convene March 4 
to authorize a continuation of the investiga- 
tion through the special session. Them the 
committee plans to go to the new adminis- 
tration and ask the new odntroller to fur- 
nish the desired information.

New York, Jan. A—[Special.]—An appraisal 
of the estate of William Henry Reid, a bank- 
er of Chicago, was transmitted today to the 
Surrogates’ court. It shows an entire eetate 
valued at $1,127,491. The New York estate, 
which is appraised at $97,802, includes 100 
shares of the First National bank of New 
York, valued at $83,500, and fifty ehares of the 
National City bank, valued at $19,000.

City Engineers to Investigate 
Plunge of Oak Park 
Coach. 


GUARD RAILS DEMANDED. 


Reduction of 
Around.Curves Also to 
Be Sought. 


City engineers will make a thorough in- 
quiry into the crash of an elevated car to 
the street pavement in Fifth avenue, near 
Van Buren street, early yesterday morning. 

The order for the Investigation was passed 
by the city council last evening upon motion 
of Ald. Irwin R. Hazen, who contends iat 
a close examination of all the rolling stock 
of the Oak Park elevated, owner of the de- 
molished car, should be made before further 
acidents occur. Provision for this examina- 
tion also was made in his order, directed to 
the departmeht of public works and its bu- 
reau of engineering. 


Wants Guard Rails on “L.” 

At the same meeting Ald. Victor J. Schaeffer 
had passeé an order directing the preparation 
of an ordinance requiring the installation of 

effective guard rails on all elevated structures. 

The car that fell was not stopped by the 
guard rail now used. It was the last of a 
three. coach train and was derailed as the 
train turned the curve to go north in Fifth 
avenue. After bumping along the ties for 
100 yards it plunged to the street just as two 
passengers, the only ones in the car, leaped 
to safety on the platform of the coach ahead. 

One complaint brought out by the accident 
was that the trains continually “ take” the 
curves at too great aspeed. M. C. Buckley, 


city traction expert, said he would recommend 


the speed be limited to six miles an hour. 


Passengers Complain of Speed. 

“Some complaints have reached me from 
passengers who said trains rounded curves at 
a speed that made them uncomfortable,”’ 
he said. “Six miles is better than eight 
at these curves, and I intend to take it up 
with the companies also.” 

That none was killed or injured in theacci- 
dent is due solely to the fact that more than 
a score of passengers had left the car at La 
Salle street station, and the two remaining 
in it as it turned the ourve into Fifth eve- 
nue had a clear passage when the car bumped 
over the ties before plunging to the street. 

Investigation by the Oak Park elevated 
railroed authorities under the supervision 
of Calvin E. Patton. general superintendent, 
failed to reveal any cause for the derailing 
of the car. 


Find No Defect in Rails. 

“ We have found no defect in the rails and 
the cause of the accident |s a mystery,” said 
Mr. Patton. “ As the matter stands now we 
can blame no one.’’ 

The crew of the train comprised J. Hutt. 
4138 North Fifty-third avenue, motorman; 
Howard Whitcomb, 308 North Ayers avenue, 
conductor, and Daniel Fuller, 620 North St. 
Louis avenue, guard. 

Herman Ledénhardt, a musician, of Oak 
Park, one of the men who escaped, said: 

“ Another fellow and myself were the only 
persons in the coach. 

* Suddenly I felt myself bouncing up and 
down in the seat, The car was bucking Mke 
a broncho. 

“JT shouted to the other fellow and we both 
rushed for the front door, and jumped across 
to the rear platform, The couplings broke 
and the coach we had just left tumbled off the 
structure.”

War Secretaty Says He Lacks

Washington, D. C., Jan. §.—[Special. }-—~Chi- 
cago will not be permitted by the federal gov- 
ernment to increase the diversion of water 
from Lake Michigan through the drainage 
canal or sanitary purposes. Definite inor- 
mation to this effect was forthcoming today 
from official sources. 

Secretary of War Stimson has decided ad- 
versely Chicago's application for additional 
water on the basis that he lacks authority to 
grant the petition. He takes the position that 
he cannot deal with questions affecting the 
health of Chicago unless his authority should 
be extended by congress. 


Madden Pleads in Vain. 

Representative Madden had another con- 

ference today with President Taft on the 
uestion. It appears that the Chicago peti- 
ion was discussed at the cabinet meeting 
yesterday and Secretary of the Interior 
Fisher and Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh urged the passing of the equestion on 
to the next administration. The president, 
however, declined to consent to this proposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Madden left the White House convinced 
that Mr. Stimson’s decision is adverse to Chi- 
cago. The president said he had discussed 
the matter with Mr. Stimson and fully ap- 
proved the decision. He observed that “ there 
is no getting away " from Mr. Stimson’s con- 
clusions as to his authority. 


May Leseen Present Flow. 

The attitude of the secretary makes it evi- 
dent that Chicago will be prevented from 
carrying out the sewage disposal syetem re- 
quiring 10,000 cubic feet of Lake Michigan 
water a second. Whether it will be deprived 
of the 4,167 cubic feet now officially permit- 
ted and compelled to close down the drainage 
canal is a question that has occurred to some 
of the representatives of the city. 

It is unlikely, however, that the secretary’s 
decision will disturb the existing permit, al- 
though it may incite a court attack on the 
ground taken by Mr. Stimson. The city is 
deemed to have a valid claim to the present 
amount of diversion because it has been per- 
mitted for more than a decade.

ENVOYS TO RESUME PARLBY 


Turkey Sends New Proposals for 
Negotiation. 


SEE FALL OF ADRIANOPLE. 


Allies Predict Surrender to Besiegers 
or by European Pressure. 


LONDON, Jan. 9, 3 a m.—Private confer- 
ences yesterday between Dr. Daniff, the 
chief Bulgarian envoy, and Rechad Pasha, 
head of the Turkish delegation, will likely 
pave the way to a formal reéstablishment 
of relations betwen the peace delegates. 

Nothing concerning future conferences was 
given out, but the happy attitude of these 
leaders gave rise to the rumor that there 
would-be a resumption of the parley, possibly 
on Friday. 

This rumor appears to have some authority, 
for the Morning Post comes out with the an- 
nouncement that the Turkish delegates have 
received instructions from Constantinople 
which will aid much toward the resumption 
of the peace conference, 


Turks Send New Proposals. 

Thée Constantinople correspondent of the 
Times also announces that fresh in- 
structions sent to the Turkish delegates here 
authorize them to make neW proposals with 
regard to the Thracean frontier. These have 
been approved by the military authorities. 

But, the correspondent adds, there is no 
sign of weakening on the question of Adrian- 
ople. 

Even with all these prospects for a con- 
tinuation of the peace parley the Balkan 
plenipotentiaries: predict that within a few 
days the capitulation of Adrianople will take

FUN A GRIM BUSINESS. 

An average of one child a day is killed by 
automobiles and other vehicles while play- 
ing in the streets of New York. In Chicago 
a minister is asking for action against what 
he calis the “ city’s wickedest corner.” It 
is the congregating place of the boys in the 
neighborhood. While searching for fun and 
amusement under the electric lights, the min- 
eter says, the boys are exposed to all sorts 
of debasing influences. 

Fun is becoming a grim business in the 
Thé street is no longer safe 
for the child. The street corner is unsafe 
for the young man. The dance hall and 
moving picture show are not without lures 
and snares for the girl. It is an old subject, 
this protection of the child, and youth who 
are out searching for fun and amusement, 
but it can never be overemphasized. 

Having described the “ wickedest cor- 
ner,” the Chicago minister told his congre- 
gation that the safety of the boys and girls 
must not be left to the law, but that the 
churches must take a hand, the churches 
andthecommunity. The minister could give 
no better advice. Juvenile courts and all 
that goes with such institutions are punitive 
and corrective agencies. They step in after 
a victim has been made. The thing needed 
is prevention. 

Boys and girls in large cities should be 
provided with more places, public institu- 
tions in the winter, public playgrounds and 
parks in the summer, where they can take 


large cities.

, MANNERS AND STRIKES. 

Several trade unions in New York City 
have established schools for the training of 
their business agents and other union repre- 
sentatives commonly included under the 
head “ walking delegates.” At stated in- 
tervals the union agents are examined by a 
special board. They are required not only 
to know the three Rs but also something 
of every day economics. They must show 
that they read the newspapers and have a 
knowledge of the questions before the coun- 
try. 

Most of all, the schools for walking dele- 
gates lay emphasis on manners. Gentle- 
manly deportment, ability to meet people 
politely, to talk to persons with propriety 
and reasonableness is insisted upon. 

In explaining the need of such schools, the 
president of the cloakmakers’ organization 
recently declared “ manners” to be essen- 
tial to industrial peace in this country. Nu- 
merous strikes, he said, had been called by 
union agents who were sent to investigate 
shop troubles because these agents did not 
know how to handle the situation, how to 
meet the employers in a gentlemanly manner. 
They could not talk over grievances without 
assuming a dictatorial and even threatening 
attitude. They seemed to think that only 
by calling strikes were they faithful to their 
union, when, as a matter of fact, they would 
haye served the men they werdsvent to repre-' 
sent much more by arriving at a peaceable 
gettiement of the difficulty. 

There is something exhilarating about 
guch an attitude on the part of labor lead- 


workers much. The weeks of suffering dur- 
ing the struggle often leave an indelible 
mark on the worker’s family. Still less do 
workmen gain from violence, even from such 
violence as beating up a “scab.” For, after 
all, the “scab” is but a workingman in 
straits.

his own organisation and hastens to correct |

HOOKWORM. 
F a man were to search the reports of 
deaths for evidence of hookworm infec- 
tion he would come to the conclusion 
that there is none. He would find here 
and there a death re from hook- 
worm; he could be certain that the doctor 
did noft know his business. Yet up to ten 
years ago about the only way for a health 
officer to take stock was to study death cer- 
tificates. Such study led to more mistakes 
than one. 


~o- 

A few years ago Stiles concluded there 
must be hookworm in the country, even 
though the death certificates did not show 
it. He packed his microscope and went 
gunning through the Virginias and Caro- 
linas, and found what he was looking for. 
The good example set by Stiles was not lim- 
ited in its relations to hookworm. Since 
that day health officers have been less dis- 
posed to sit inside and study; what was 
brought in and more disposed to skirmish 
and eurvey. 

I have before me a map of Alabama, on 
which twenty-six counties are scored as to 
their sanitary and hygienic condition, just 
as college boys score Berkshire hogs and 
dairy inspectors score milk farms. The 
scorés range from Henry in the wire grass 
country, 1.44, to Perry in the prairie, 10.1.

From a bulletin of the Kentucky state 
board of health we learn that in less than 
two years Dr. South found evidence of hook- 
worm infection in sixty-nine counties in 
that state. Given a little more time, the 
physician will probably find it present in 
every county. She will then undertake to 
discover the relative prevalence in each. 
This work of the sanitary surveys of their 
counties is going forward much more rap- 
idly in the south than in the north. While 
it centers around hookworm, and hookworm 
is more prevalent in the south than In the 
north, that is no reason why our northern 
state boards should lag behind.

Hookworm is widely scattered through 
the north, and on the other hand the methods 
found so advisable in controlling hookworm 
are just as applicable to a dozen diseases 
that are as abundant and in some instances 
more so in the north. : 

Hbdokworm does not directly cause death, 
but it is a great disabler. However, as Dr. 
McCormick says, “If we can eradicate 
hookworm disease we shall do much to de- 
crease tuberculosis and other maladies 
which play a large part in high mortality.” 

~—— 

The Arkansas board circulates an excel- 
lent hookworm catechism which bas been 
adopted by Alabama and perhaps other 
states. Among the recommendations of the 
Alabama board are the following: 

“Never go with bare feet unless the 
ground is perfectly dry. 

“* Never go with bare feet through muddy 
places. 

* Always wear shoes when it is raining. 

“ Always wear shoes when the ground is 
wet. | 
“ Always wear shoes when the dew is on 
the ground. 

“If you get ground itch, have it treated 
at once. 

‘“ Always take treatment for hookworm 
disease within three months after an attack 
of ground itch. 


“Build and use sanitary privies at the 
schools and the homes. 

“Going with bare feet over wet ground 
is the principal cause of hookworm.”

RUNTAROUND. . 

B. C. W. writes: “ What can I do fora 
felon or run-around? I have had one on my 
thumb for three weeks. It started with a 
white spot under the nail which has worked 
to the end of my thumb and has broken and 
pus has come out of it. I have put flaxseed 
poultices on it and fodine, but they do not 
seem to do any good.” 


REPLY. 

Stop the poultices or you will never stop the 
fun-dround. Clean it with soap and water and 
then with peroxide. To paint the nail end skin 
with tincture of iodine occasionally may be of some 
service. Keep pockets of pus drainedout. Put 
a light, loose, clean, aseptic gauze bendage around 
it. Let plenty of air get to it. <A run-around 
treated in this manner will get well of itself in a few 
days in nearly every case. When the infection 
gets around the root and bed of the neil, it may 
be necessary to slit or even remove thenall. In 
that event, you hed better not try to go farther 
on your own hook.

CARE OF TUBERCULAR POOR. 

R. W. T. sends us notice of the following 
action by the board of supervisors of La 
Balle, Il: ‘ 

“The board of supervisors has a special 
committee working the subject of the proper 
care of the tubercular poor of the county, 
They present a very important report, point- 
ing out five problems which confront them. 
The problems are: 

“1. To ascertain through the medical pro- 
fession, the teachers in the public schools, 
and from all other obtainable sources the 
number and exact location of all those who 
have tuberculos!s, 

“2. To ascertain of this number what tu- 
berculosis subjects ere in the incipient stages 
of the disease, and who, therefore, with 
proper scientific treatment may be restored 
to health and become self-supporting, pro- 
ductive citizens. 

“3. To ascertain in the way indicated the 
names and exact location of those suffering 
in the incipient stages, who are unabie to pay 
the entire expense of their treatment, but 
would, if aided in part by the county, not at 
all as paupera, but from the standpoint of the 
healthy and well to do general public, which, 
wisely fearing contagion, should be and would 
be anxious to ald the unfortunate sick asthe 
only sure protection and safety to those who 
as yet are well, 

“4. To determine what steps should be 
taken both to aid those throughout the county 
who are already far gone in the disease and 
at the same time protect the people against 
further Infection from that source. 

“5. To determine upon a course that shall 
be instituted during the coming spring for 
the benefit of our pauper tuberculosis sub- 
jects, to prevent them from spreading infec- 
tion among the other inmates of the county 
farm, among our force of employ & there, and 
among the general public.”

LSTER’S DUKE” was the name 
by which the late Duke of Aber- 
corn was known throughout the 
north of Ireland, like his father 
before him, and his eon and suc- 
cessor, the new duke, hitherto known ag the 
Marquis of Hamilton, will undoubtedly be 
described in a similar fashion. 

He is just as vigorous an opponent of home 
rule as was hie father, has fought it tooth 
and nail during the twelve years that he has 
been representing Londonderry in the house 
of commons, and has now become the princli- 
pal territorial magnate of all the northern 
and Protestant portion of the Emerald Isle. 

Far taller than his father, not quité so 
good looking as his grandfather, whom Lord 
Beaconsfield portrayed as “‘the duke,’ In 
his novel, ‘‘ Lothair,"’ the new duke can 
boast, nevertheless, of the good looks and 
charm of manner for which the Hamiltons 
have long been celebrated. His wife, who 
was Lady Rosalind Bingham, daughter of 
Lord Lucan, and sister-in-law, therefore, of 
the American Mra. Cecil Bingham (former- 
ly Mrs. Chauncey of Brooklyn, N. Y., and 
daughter of Montgomery Carr of Louisville, 
Ky.), was, at the time of her marriage, one 
of the loveliest girls in society, and will un- 
doubtedly maintain the traditions of beauty 
set by the former Duchess and Marchioness 
of Abercorn. 

The duke has been a captain of the First 
life guards, has seen eervice in the Soudan 
and South Africa, was formerly treasurer 
of the royal hougehold, and is a godson of 
the late King Edward. 

As Duke of Abercorn he becomes the head 
of the most Influential! clique, or rather clan, 
in English society, where the Hamiltons are 
all powerful. 

In fact, the Hamilton influence was strong 
enough, both at court and In society, during 
the reign of Queen Victoria, to entirely de- 
stroy the standing of the late Duke of Marl- 
borough, and to relegate him to the most 
cruel ostracism, not alome by the great 
world, but even by the middle classes, de- 
spite the prestige of his name and rank, tbe 
brilllancy of his attainments, and the pro- 
found respect which the bulk of the English 
people usually entertain for their dukes. 

This attitude on their part against the late 
Duke of Marlborough was in punishment for 
his behavior to his wife, the Marchioness of 
Blandford, who, a sister of the late Duke of 
Abercorn, had been forced to divorce him 
on account of his almost Incredible brutality.

The late Duke of Abercorn was not a bril- 
liant man, nor was he of {mpressive appear- 
ance, despite the comeliness of his features. 
He was one of the principal dignitaries of 
the household of King Edward from the 
tigne of the latter's marriage until his death, 
and, at his instance. accepted the presiden- 
cy of Cecil Rhodes’ Chartered company of 
South Africa, in which hée was associated 
with Edward VIIL.’s son-in-law, the late 
Duke of Fife. 

The Duke of Abercorn In the early nineties 
visited South Africa as the president of the 
company. Naturally enough, he went to 
Pretoria to see Paul Kruger. The visit took 
place in the early morning, at the president's 
houee. 

The duke was astounded by the simplicity 
of Kruger’s manners, and the want of cere- 
mony with which he was received, Kru- 
ger’s grandson, youhg Eloff, acted as inter- 
preter. 

When he told the president tn the taal, or 
Boer patois, his visitor’s name, the duke 
interrupted him with: 

“ Please say that my father was the vice- 
roy of Ireland.” 

Eloff translated the title fairly, but Kruger 
took no notice, beyond a grunt. 

* Please explain to him,” the duke insisted 


again, “that the viceroy is the representa- 
tive of the monarch.” 

Eloff did this, too. 

The reiteration seemed to annoy Kruger. 
Staring fixedly at his visitor, he growled: 

“Tell him that my father was a shep- 
herd.’’ 

Naturally the interview did not lead to 
friendly relations.

The late duke \ » of the leaders ofthe 
Orange society, and grand master of the 
Irish Freemasons, and it is probable that 
his son, who is both an Orangeman and a 
Freemason, will take as conspicuous a part 
in the activities of these two organizations 
as did his father. 

The late duke was one of the survivors of 
one of the greatest railroad catastrophes of 
the nineteenth century. 

The Irish mall, by which he was traveling 
from London to Holyhead, en route to Dub- 
lin, where hie father was then “ reigning ”’ 
as viceroy, collided at Abergele, in Denbigh- 
shire, with a freight train laden with petro- 
leum. 

The fire from the engine ignited the oil 
and the entire mail train was quickly in a 
blaze, the majority of the passengers per- 
ishing in the flames, the late duke, with his 
mother and his sister (now Marchioness of 
Lansdowne), being among the few who man- 
aged to escape, thanks largely to his presence 
of mind.

The Duke of Abercorn, as is Otting for a 
leading nobleman of Ulster, is ag much 
Scotch as Irish, and is the acknowledged 
chieftain of the Scottish house of Hamilton 
He Is also Duke of Chattellerault in France, 
this dukedom having been bestowed upon 
James Hamilton, who was regent of Scotland: 
im 1548. 3 

This dukedom was confirmed in favor of 
the Abercorn Hamtiltons, as the senior de- 
scendante in the male line direct from Re- 
gent James Hamilton of\Scotland, by an 
edict of King Louis XIV., dated from Marly 
in 1711, in the course, of which the grand 
monarque took occasion to emphasize the 
fact that Fre dukedoms descended only 
in the male line direct, except where ex- 
piessly otherwise ordered by patent. 

Napoleon IIIl., who, without any vestige 
of right, bestowed the ancient and historic 
dukedom of Montmorency on the effeminate 
Adalbert de Talleyrand-Perigord, bother 
of the late Duc de Talleyrand et Sagan, in 
the same way, and fn an equally unWarrant- 
ed manner, conferred an entirely new duke- 
dom of Chattellerault upon his kinsman, the 
eleventh Duke of Hamilton, who had mar- 
ried Napoleon’s cousin, Princess Marie of 
Baden, although the Dukes of Hamilton are 
not Hamiltons, but Dougilases. 

This Napoleonic dukedom became extinct 
on the death of the late and twelfth Duke 
of Hamilton,” but the sixteenth century 
ltrench dukedom of Chactelicrault still be- 
fones to the Abercorn Hamiltons, and has 
now been inherited by the new Duke of Aber- 
corn.

Unlike most of the great British nobles 
of his rank, the Duke of Abercorn has but 
two country seats, @ smal) one, known as 
Dudington house, Rear Poriobdello, in County 
Edinbu:gh, and Baron's court, in County 
Tyrone. ' ‘ 

Baron's court is a magnificent place, sur- 
rounded by a park and grounds some 5,000 
acres in extent. 

It nestles among the heather clad Tyrone 
hills, one of which is still known as the 
Sneezing hill, because James II. is recorded 
to have had a fit of eneezing there at the

At the present price of corn 
and hogs it pays the farmer to hold his corn 
and feed it to hogs rather than sell to the 
elevator, but to do thie in many cases it is 
necessary to borrow money to buy the hogs 
to feed. Money here is scarce at six and 
seven per cent, and many a farmer will be 
obliged to sacrifice on hiscorn crop from one- 
half to one-third owing to that inability. 

The farmers are ali tax payers and citizens 
and it does seem that if the government 
was In a position to put out $50,000,000 without 
interest, some way could be devieed to handle 
it and safely at that, so that the honest, 
needy farmer could get the benefit of this 
cheap money rather than to hand it to banks.

CLUB CHECKS UP 
ON ARNOLD DALY 


| Reports Actor Used University 


in Baron Grasburg Let- 
ters Joke. 


FEUD EVIDENT ON STAGE. 


Anne Crewe Puts Emphasis Into 
Her Lines in Playing 
‘‘Wronged” Part. 


The authorities of the University club last 
night gave out a statement regarding Arnold 
Daly’s connection with that Institution and 
with the “ Baron Grasburg”™ letters pub- 


lighed in Tux Tarsune yesterday. The clubd’s 


etatement was taken to bear out the charge 
made by Mies Anne Crewe of Mme. Simone’s 
company (playing at Powers’ theater) that 
Mr. Daly and the “ baron” were identical 
and that Mr. Daly instigated the letters 
which were addressed to Mies Crewe. 

The letters were written on the stationery 
of the University club and were delivered to 
Miss Crewe at the Hotel Sherman by mes- 
senger. The actress took offense at them and 
undertook to trace thelr authorship. She 
has produced evidence to show that her 
answers to the letters were delivered to Mr. 
Daly. 


Statement Given Out by Club. 

The statement given out at the University 
club is as follows: 

“ Mr. Daly was properly introduced at the 
club by one of the members. He was given 
a visitor's card, which, however, expired on 
Monday. 

“On last Friday or Saturday, Mr. Daly 
came to the club and asked the door man to 
find for him a man who was not a member 
of the club. The club was paged. The man 
could not be found. . 

“ While the hunt for this man was being 
made, Mr. Daly slipped into the writing room 
In the reception hall, and, using the club 
stationery, wrote a note. When he had 
finished writing the note he walked to the 
telephone room and ‘told the operator if any 
call came for Baron Grasburg she was to say 
that he (the baron) has just stepped out. 

‘‘She was to take any message for the 
baron and leave it for Mr. Daly. Theservants 
of the club were compelled to take Mr. Daly's 
orders because he had a visitor's card. No 
call fer Baron Grasburg came in. 


Telephones to Have Letters Sent. 

“ Saturday evening Mr. Daly telephoned to 
the day clerk at the club that if any letters 
came for the baron they were to be sent to 
him at Powers’ theater. This clerk was re- 
lieved at T o'clock in the evening. Soon after 
he had lefta man called at the club and told 
the night clerk—who had then come on duty 
—that if any letters came addressed to Baron 
Grasburg they were to be forwarded to Mr. 
Daly at Powers’ This man, said the clerk, 
resembled the pictures he had seen of Mr. 
Daly. 

“An hour later a messenger brought a Jet- 
ter into ‘the club addressed to ssaron Gras- 
burg. The clerk told the boy to take the let- 
ter to Mr. Daly at Powers’. The boy replied: 
‘Why, I just came from there.’ He then left 
with the letter. 

“On Monday a messenger came to the club 
stating he had a special delivery message 
for Baron Grasburg. The club was paged, 
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but the baron could not be found. The mes- 
senger then left the club.’’ 


+ Inquiry Among Club Employes. 

This statement was issued after the club 
management had-made a thorough inquiry 
among the club employés. It was made pub- 
lic because the club desired to free itself 
from the responsibility of anonymous letters 
having been written on the organization’s 
stationery. 

The publication of the Baron Grasburg let- 
ters created much discussion in theatrical 
circles and particularily in Mme. Simone’s 
company. ‘The notion was expressed that 
Mr. Daly had been made a victim of his 
own machinations. Mme. Simone herself was 
visibly disturbed. At the matinée perform- 
ance she kept the third curtain waiting for 
almost fifteen minutes. ~ 

Mr. Daly’e manner toward Miss Crewe 
during the day was ultra-Chesterfleidian, the 
accent being on the ultra. He appeared ill 
at éase during the first act of the matinée, 
when he appears alone on the stage in one 
of the long speeches with which “The Re- 
turn from Jerusalem” abounds The an- 
@ience seemed diverted by Mr. Daly in this 
part of the performance. 


Miss Crewe Uses Emphasis. 

Miss Crewe, whose role in the play is that 
of a wronged wife, read her lines with espe- 
clal feeling. In the first act she has this line 
addressed to Mr. Daly, who appears as her 
husband: 

* You are only a coward and a scoundrel, 
and you haven't the courage to admit the 
truth.’’ 

This, according to those who heard both 
performances, was spoken with so much sim- 
ulation of feeling as to be reminiscent of the 
interview between Miss Crewe and Mr. Daly 
after the performance Tuesday night, when 
she accused the actor of.the authorship of 
the Baron Grasburg letters. 

In the last act the wronged wife and the 
husband arrive at the point of reconcilia- 
tion. Miss Crewe’'s climax comes in this line: 

“ And for what you have done I do forgive 
you.” 

It was given with all the eweet self-abnega- 
tion of an expiring martyr. 


Miss Crewe Has “Nothing to Add.” 

Miss Crewe after the performance said 
that, having given to the world Mr. Daly's 
epistolary effusions, nothing she could say 
could add to the eloquence of the episode. 

** Besides,” said the actress, “ it would be 
cruel of me to interrupt Mr. Dale's refiec- 
tions now that he is ‘sitting in his castle, 


just at dusk, listening to the lutes.’ 

“Mr. Daily says that at least twelve persons 
in our company knew of what he calis his 
joke. It is hard to believe this. It is hard 
to belleve twelve persons could be found in 
one company who would deliberately remain 
silent, knowing a@ man was carrying for- 
ward a plot to shame and humiliate an asso- 
ciate, and that associate a woman.”

BLACK AND WHITE BOOKS 


Pamphlets on How\to Harass 
Mail Order Houses Are Ad- 
duced at Trial.

Boycotting and other, ftulnous tactics were 
employed by the Northwestern Retail Lum- 
ber Dealers’ association in its warfare 
against mail order housea, according to evi- 
dence presented yesterday\ in the suit of the 
government to dissovie the\combination. 

“ Black books ”’ and “white books’ were 
fesued, and every conceivable hod was 
employed by the retailers, according to the 
government, to injure the business and In- 
crease the expenses of the mai! order con- 
cerns. Copies of the “ black book ’’ and the 
“white book” were introduced. 

The books were distributed by thousands 
end contain suggestions to meet mati order 
house competition. 

Here are seme of the suggestions offered 
by the black. book: 

Send for at least two catalogues a week. 

Send list of material for estimate. 

Send letter asking questions requiring 
special reply. 

Send for samples of roofing. 

Send for paint color card. 

Send for small orders. 

Visit depots and trace mail order house 
shipments to buyer. Then get busy with 
your man. 

Study catalogues and meet prices of 
mail order house on same élass of goods. 


Contains List of “Enemies.”’ 

The black book aleo contains a list of a 
dozen Chicago mail-order houses, including 
Montgomery Ward & Co., Sears, Roebuck & 
Co., and several lumber mail order concerns, 
against which a persistent campaign of per- 
secution was'to be concentrated. The white 
book is an elaboration of the ideas contained 
in the black ‘book. 

Prize competitions were held for the pur- 
pose of seeing who could get the largest num- 
ber of catalogues. The most common meth- 
od, according to the government, was to 
send in bogus orders. The various mail order 
houses would be swamped with orders for 
trivial articles, such as one door or other 
small piece of millwork amounting to $1 
or $2. 

Just as the orders were about to be shipped 
a counter order would arrive asking that the 
order be changed to a smaller or larger size, 
or something else entirely. Then a bom- 
bardment of complaints would be continued 
for two or three months. 


“Ten Commandments’ Used. 

Another publication used in the warfare, 
according to the government, was a pam- 
phiet called “The Ten Commandments,” 
The commandments were similar in purport 
to the ideas contained in the Diack book. 

Harry B. Munger, president of the Chicago 
Millwork Supply company, a mail order ad- 
junct of the Foster-Munger company, occu- 
pied the witness stand throughout the day’s 
hearing. 

* The retail dealers objected: strentousily 
to our selling direct to the consumer In com- 
petition with them,’’ said Mr. Munger. ‘‘ In 
fact, they made it so hard for us that we had 
to be extremely tactful {n order ‘to procure 
goods. We organized the Chicago Millwork 
Supply company for the purpose of doing a 
meil order business, and we were forced to 
deny for a time that it was connected with 
the Foster-Munger company.” 

“ When a lumber manufacturer sells direct 
to the comsumer he fears the power of the 
association, does he not?’ asked Clark Mc- 
Kercher, povernment prosecutor. 

» “ Yes,’ said Mr. Munger. ‘‘ Some won’: 
geil to consumers for that reason and those 
who do usually do so under cover. 


Difficult to Get Supplies. 

“ Did you experience any difficulty in get- 
ting supplies?’ 

“Yes, we received letters giving various 
reasons whv our orders could not be filled.’ 
“That was because they did not have the 
goods you ordered, wasn't it?” asked Attor- 
ney M. D. Purdy, representing the defend- 
ants 

‘ They would give such a reason, but know- 
ing the circumstances as I did, it was easy 
to underetand the true reason for the re- 
fusal,”’ said Mr. Munger. 

Harry V. Scott, vice president of the Gor- 
don Van Tine company, of Davenport, Ia., 
who testified on Tuesday that he suspected 
arson in the burning of the plant three years 
azo, was recalled to explain this portion of 
his teetifneny.

REDERIC D'ERLANGER’S “Noél” was 
added to the repertory of the Chicago 
opera last night as the forth of the sea- 
son’s novelties. It was cordially re- 
ceived. If the music alone could be held 
responsible for the warmth of the applause and 
the number of recalls for the conductor and the 
principals one might chronicle the event a 
complete artistic success. The music pleased 
the public immediately, but ‘this fortunate re- 
sult was due to the splendid interpretative art 
that was unfolded in the course of the per- 
formance rather than to the discovery in the 
composer's utterances of a great and moving 
mes e. 
This. is aristocratic music. Its predominant 
characteristic ig that of taste. This quality is 
evidenced in the care displayed in the choice of 
musical idioms. The composer has adopted the 
manner of no one of his several colleagues who 
have influenced the tendencies of the art im- 
portantly, but has achieved what my clinically 
disposed colleague Mr. Hammond would de- 
scribe as an emulsion; a little Puccini, a little 
Debussy, a little Massenet, their idioms dis- 
solved in a solution more nearly related to aqua 
pura than to aqua fortis, Having omitted to 
shake the mixture well it reaches the musical 
palate in streaks and each ingredient may be 
identified.

The solvent employed doubtless may stand 
for the composer's musica] personality. In 
nearly pure condition it is to be discovered in 
the orchestral prelude to the second act, and, as 
suggested, is rather thin and colorless. This 
intermezzo has no relation to the opera that is 
sufficiently obvious to be detected at a single 
hearing. The themes of the first act are not de- 
veloped. There is no prophecy of the second 
act. It is tuneful, peaceful, harmless. Even 
Mr. Campanini could not make it dramatic. But 
its freedom from definite suggestion of the 
music of others compels the admission that it 
has been composed by d’Erianger without his 
customary resort to the shears and .the paste 
pot. For the rest one is o liged to conclude that 
“Noél” has been compiled rether than com- 

se ’ 

Pe iinet is singularly untheatric. In the 
emotional situations of the first act the com- 
poser finds his one opportunity for convincing 
effect. This is expressed with considerable abil- 
ity in Madeleine's aria, despite the haunting 
reminiscences. There is force to the melody, 
even though it suggests Puccini, and is decked 
out with Debussyan tricks of harmony that are 
totally foreign to its nature. When sung with 
such beauty of tone as Mme. Saltzman-Stevens 
can summon to the ald of her always deeply sin- 
cere emotional intention it became one of the 
most pleasing expressions of sorrow that the 
superficial work may boast 


oe 

But the best moment did not ring true and 
the balance of the opera was nopelessly senti- 
mental. The librettists have delighted in the op- 
position of those obvious contrasts that persist 
in the theater despite countless failures. The 
euré comes to the death chamber from a wed- 
ding and discourses cheerfully of the joy of the 
happy pair in the presence of tragedy. The con- 
gregation celebrates the birth of the Savior of 
the world while the unhappy heroine confesses 
her despair to the Virgin, ‘The scene concern- 
ing the exchange of baby (for the waxen 
image of the Christ child would be pathetically 
moving did not the composer impose 4n anti- 
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climax, that the sacristan may find the infant 
and exclaim over the nitracle only to be set 
right in prosy fashion by the curé. 

In short, the work ig much sadder than the 
cemposer and his collaborators have intended 
and the sorrow that it finally inspires in the 
heart of the listener is occasioned, not by the 
pathetic little episode that has been expanded 
artificially to make three acts of an opera, but 
rather by the spectacle of such enduring 
artistic incompetence. 

Of the performance only words of praise may 
be set down. Mme. Saltzman-Stevens was the 
vocal star of the evening. She has been a splen- 
did Briinnhilde, an adequate Isolde, an inspiring 
Sieglinde. It was only to be expected, there- 
fore, that in the drab environment of this futile 
opera her song sRould stand forth with espe- 
cial luster. It was glorious vocal art. But from 
the dramatic side it was restricted by the limi- 
tations of the part. She was ably supported in 
the first act by Mme. Berat, who cannot escape 
the role of mother even in a novelty. This time 
the part enabled her to display the brilliancy and 
fullness of her high tones to especial advantage.

Mr. Dufranne, as the curé, improved the op- 
portunities sparingly accorded him by the com- 
poser with unction and a wealth of vocal beauty. 
Miss Darch and Miss Keyes had a few chances 
in the last act and contributed effective details 
of song that added to the general excellence. 
Mr. Warnery did the same. Mr. Campanini 
called forth the best in the matter of orchestral 
effect that the score contained and justly shared 
in the public’s expressions of approval. 

Of the prefacing performance of “ The Secret 
of Susanne” one may not write in such approv- 
ing vein. Miss Zeppilli was delightful as Su- 
sanne, singing the music much better than Mme. 
White, for it is perfectly suited to her lighter 
voice, even as the part is suited to her charm- 
ing personality. Mr. Sammarco was admirable, 
as ever. But the orchestra played poorly for 
Mr. Parelli, as it frequently does, for his baton 
seems as uncertain as his choice of templ. 

A ballet divertissement concluded the even- 
ing. It offered Miss Galli as the star and Miss 
Virginia Fissinger as an interpretative dancer. 
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Miss Nora Bayes and 
“The Sun Dodgers.”

T will be no surprise to Miss Nora Bayes to 
be told that she is, without exception, the 
wittiest, the most humorous, and the most 
magnetic of the young women who disport 
themselves in musical comedy. At present 

she is to be seen and heard at the American 
Music hall, singing, dancing, and “kidding” in 
a vaudeville called “The Sun Dodgers,” a gay, 
irresponsible bit of frivolity——words by Edgar 
Smith, tures by A. Baldwin Sloane. Neither 
will Miss Bayes -be startled, perhaps, at the in- 
formation that her exhibit is not to be admired 
(admittedly) by those who are fastidious. She 
is an earthy young person who is familiar with 
everybody in the world, the audience included— 
with a “doggone it” attitude that cares not 
for the nicéties. Never vulgar, always com- 
mon, full of irresistibly human tricks, she oblit- 
erates the line marked by the footlights and 
makes her entertainment a more or less family 
party..

A classification of Miss Bayes is a classifica- 
tion of her play. “The Sun Dodgers” isthe 
Nora Bayes of musical comedy, blithe and fret- 
less. It is an extemporaneous sort of a thing, 
whose entertaining aim is satire rather than 
romance, It has girls in it and tunes culled 
from the works of every composer infesting 
“tin pan alley.” Mr. Gus Sohlke collaborates 
with Mr. Edison in numbers that “light up ” 
and Mr. Lew Fields, the proprietor, provides 
handsome dresses, which do not fit, for the 
ladies of the ensemble. It is three hours for 
those who Lave three hours to spends and a 
three hours not to be regretted by those who 
have that much leisure. Not like “The Count 
of Luxembourg” or “The Pink Lady,” whose 
fascination is somewhat tenor and tighted, but 
just an everyday comic supplement, an amus- 
ing, funny gargoyle to be laughed at and not 
considered,

Detailed commendation may be given to the 
expert burlesque of Miss Bayes and r, Nor- 
worth in the second act of “The Sun odgers,” 
where Miss Bayes confesses to Mr. Norworth 
that she has found milk more inebriating than 
cocktails and sunlight more fascinating than the 
glare of Broadway. They do it in the best vein 
of satire—both of them—bringing out all of the 
cheap falsity of things as they are lived and 
acted in some quarters. One must not grow 
serious about “The Sun Dodgers.” Except 
to say that in it may be seen the funny 
clowning of Mr. George Munroe and Mr. Harry 
Fisher, both of whom are comic in their popular 
way. Just to show that “The Sun Dodgers” is 
a happy improvisation, Miss Bayes, after numer- 
ous encores and interruptions, turned toward 
the back wall last evening and said. “ Hello, 
Plot!” and so connected entertainment with tra- 
dition. Mr. Denman Maley, a funny actor whé 
never has a real chance. used frequent laugh- 
ter by his clever enunciafion of everyday lines, 
and Mr. Harry Corson Clarke inspired applause 
by his acrobatic dancing, which has been long 
familiar hereabouts. ‘“‘The Sun Dodgers” is a 
good show for the sophisticated; none other 
need attend.

Proper Business Methods Lacking. 


I have read with interest the letters published 
daily in your “Fighting the Cost of Living” 
column, and it hag struck me very forcibly that 
nearly all your correspondents have been trying 
to economize at the expense of the stomach, that 
is by cutting down on the table allowance. 

It is to be admitted that a lot of money can 
be wasted by buying needless table luxuries, yet 
care should used to see that no praper foods 
are éliminated, — 

To my mind the high cost of living should 
not be entirely charged to the Increased cost 
of foods, and it appears to me that the source 
of the trouble is that ple do not use proper 
business methods in handling their money. 

My husband earns $90 a month, and instead of 
living in a $25 a month flat, as do our friends, 
we only pay $15 for a nice flat. We also allow 
$32 a month for groceries and meats, $7 for 
clothing, $3 for insurance, $3 for car fare, $1.50 
for gas, and $6.50 for miscellaneous expenses— 
total $58—leaving, a monthly balance of $82. 
which for the year totals $384. From this 
amount we deduct $25 for coal, which leaves a 
net saving of $359 for the year, which I n- 
sider to be extremely good on a yearly incéme 
of $1,080. 

Of course, we use economy in all our r- 
chasing, yet we do not stint ourselves at an, dn 
dress in good style, too. We, of course, pay 
cash for everything we buy and are so able to 
ta@e advantage of the bargains daily adver- 
tised in Tue TRIBUNE. 

_ So it can be seen that the secret of our suc- 
cess is that we live within our means and do 
not try to set a $2,000 a year pace on a $1,080 
income, and if this policy was pursued by the 
majority of our citizens I am sure there would 
not be so much outcry about the “high cost of 
living.” 

My abservations tend to show that the ma- 
jority of the people do not apparently care or 
want to economize or save money either, as they 
are too intent on having a “good time,” and 
as long as this attitude is maintained there will 
always be the same outcry about the “high 
cost of living.” Mrs. M. A. 
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Capable Management Necessary. 


Of course the food problem is an important 
item. And the healthy, growing family needs 
good, nutritious food, ch as butter, eggs, 
meat, and good, rich milk “One good, substan- 
tial meal is necessary each day. The other two 
meals may include good home made bread and 
butter with stewed fruit and cocoa. Health is 
the most important item in the home. Study 
the laws of health. Mothers must not over- 
work and become nervous, anzwmic, and pet- 
ulant, but should study how to manage their 
homes for the most comfort at the least ex- 
pense and with the least work. Let each 
member of the family do his share, and insist 
upon it. 

Buy embossed paper doilles by the gross, 
also napkins for every day. You can use them 
a week if you are careful to wipe the spots 
with a damp cloth. Mop the kitchen floor two 
or three times a week with good hot suds— 
do not scrub. Keep the silver bright with a 
silver cloth; a little rubbing twice a week 
keeps it beautiful. Wipe the range after each 
meal with a kerosene rag. Keep the enameled 
sink and tubs and nickel bright with a eloth 
dipped in kerosene. It Is better and much 
cheaper than soap. Keep the ice box clean

This bone has many other 
virtues, and always works good to. its owner; 
but it must not be exhibited, and it should 
never be lent or touched, or even seen by any 
after the possessor getg it. The Indians of 
Labrador believe that they can cure toothache 
by wearing a haddock’s bone around the neck, 
while Lord Bacon says that “wearing On the 
finger rings made of seahorse teeth” will cure 
cramp. 

It was at one time the custom of the in- 
habitants of Asiatic Turkey to collect crayfish 
at the time of the year when they were in the 
pest condition, and place them in large pits in 
the ground. Here they were broken up and 
allowed to remain all winter. In the spring 
the owners would return, wash out the rem- 
nants of the crayfish in water, and sift out the 
stones with a special sieve. The stones after- 
ward were sold im ail apothecary shops 
throughout Russia, while great quantities were 
exported. They were supposed to furnish im- 
munity against certain abdominal diseases. 

Our forefathers thought that when the crab 
grew old two stones of a white color mixed 
with red were found in its head, and these 
were said to be of such virtue that given in 
drink they healed punctures of the heart. 
They also believed that if a water snake “be 
tied by the tall with a cord and hanged up 
and a vessel full of water set under the said 
snake, after a certain time he will void out 
of his mouth a stone, which stone being taken 
out of the vessel, he drinks up all the water. 
Let this stone be tled to the belly of them 
that have the dropsy and the water will be 
exhausted or drunk up, and it fully and wholly 
helps the party that hath the said’ dropsy” 

The head of a perch contains a flat white 
stone, according to many, known as the lucky 
stone. This stone is a charm to bring good 
luck if carried on the person. It is lucky to 
find one, but it is doubly lucky if you find 
one you have lost yourself. In Japan this 
fish, which Is there called “‘tal,” {Is not only 
prized as the most delicate of Japanese fish 
but also held to be an emblem of good fortune. 
It is a ceremonial gift at weddings on this 
account, and is served up as the principal dish 
at every farewell meal. 

“Carry a lucky bone, and nothing will 
harm you,” is a common saying in New Eng- 
land. This is a bone from the head of a cod- 
fich. It Is shell-like and narrow, with a 
length of three-quarters of an inch, The edge 
ie notehed, and the color is a pearly white. 
If two bones are carried it is supposed to 
make one’s luck doubly sure. They should 
be both from the same fish.

This school is different from ours in that it 
is conducted in connection with a journal. It 
has no laboratory arrangemients like ours, so 


,that all the students can be doing the same 


The chef calls some 
one from the benches to assist him, and there 
is no regularity or seeming compulsion about 
this. The rest look on. 

A student may enter any course on any day. 
The dishes cooked are in many cases sold to 
customers who have ordered them. Some are 
always on display in a window on the street 
to attract custom. Small cakes are passed 
around the class, even some not made before it, 
and any one taking these pays 2 or $-cents, or 
sometimes up to 5. A large cake is held up 
for a bidder, although the price is fixed. The 
prices in all cases are about those of a pastry 
shop, never more probably.

Lists for dishes to be cooked at the four 
branches of this school for each ‘day during two 
weeks are printed in the journal, which comes 
out twice a month, Those who have a book of 
tickets read the lists and go when they choose, 
unless they are working every day for a cer- 
tifieate, which they seem*to be able to get in a 


month or two, The dishes may be ordered be- 
fo , 8 that the student seeing the thing 
made may not taste of it, no matter how de- 
sirable this may be. 

As far as I can make out, an order for things 
takes precedence over class work, and if any one 
wants a private lesson a class is pushed into 
the background while the private student pays 
rather dearly for this privilege, and must also 
pay for materials besides, as the members of 
a class do not. The schoo! advertises to secure 
catering. ,

To illustrate how irregularly things may. be 
conducted, here is what Lappened for the first 
three days of the week: 

Monday I had no private appointment, but 
went all the way out to the afternoon class to 
find the chef not there because he nad gone to 
take the place of the chef at the larger branch. 
Tuesday two cakes for a customer took up so 
much time in the making—elaborate decorations 
—-that the list for the day was not half com- 
pleted. Wednesday the chef and the girl at the 
desk talked for half an hour with a customer 
after it was time for class work, as scheduled, 
to begin. 

It is only fair to say, however, that some- 
times one gets a great deal for her money at 
these afternoon classes; far, far more than I 
ever get in a private lesson.

When done and cool, split in 
half, lengthwise, and spread with a filling 
made as follows: Cream two cups of brown 
sugar and one-half cup of butter together, 
add one-half cup of sweet cream or milk and 
cook, stirring steadily, for seven or eight 
minutes.

With 
some filling in another room where one place it 
bulged, I laid a small board with a heavy 
weight on it which had the desired effect. If 
this plan had failed it would have had to be 
glued to the floor, as filling is of a different ma-

Should Be Impeached for 
_ Acts on Bench. 


CALLACCUSED UNWORTHY 


Sterling Asserts “‘Conduct with 
Railroads Was So Rank ‘It 
Smells to Heaven.’ ”’ 


» Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—Judge Robert 

W. Archbald of the United States Commerce 
court before the bar of the eenate today heard 
his conduct and his integrity as e judge ar- 
raigned in bitter terme at the opening of the 
arguments that wil] terminate the impeach- 
ment case brought against him by the house 
ef Representatives for alleged misconduct in 
office. 

Representative John A. Sterling of Tilinais, 
his interrogator yesterday in the cross exam- 
fmation before the senate, summing up today 
declared that it showed Judge Archbold un- 
worthy of public office, and convicted him of 
@ “system of conduct which he has carried 
on with the rallroads so rank that it ‘ smeils 
to heaven.’ ”’ 

Defense to Sum Up Today. 

The day’s proceedings were devoted entire- 
ly to the opponents of Judge Archbald. It 

; probably will be late tomorrow before his at- 
torneys take the floor to answer the charges 
‘and to sum up the defense which has been 
thade out by witnesses before the senate. Two 
days more of argument remain, the closing 
gepeeches to be made by the house managers. 

Representative Webb of North Carolina, 
Howland of Ohio, and Floyd of Arkansas fol- 
lowing Mr. Sterling today, took up individual 

‘eounts against Judge Archbald, dissected the 
evidence presented by the witnesses and reit- 
erated in strong terms the opening charges of 

*Mr. Sterling that the accused jurist had been 

proven unfit for further service upon the 
bench or further positions of public trust. 


Has Effect on Public Mind, 

“The evil of the course of conduct that 
hes been pursued by Judge Archbald is the 
effect it has upon the public mind,’’ declared 
Representative Sterling. “The times are 
now pregnant with the sentiment that there 
is corruption in high places; justified in some 
instances, and not justified in others. But 
in the case of Judge Archbald, from the con- 
duct which we have proven against him, it 
seems to me that it pute on trial that part 
of the constitution relating to impeachments, 

“Tf Judge Archbald is not convicted of 
these offenses and removed from office, the 
verdict will be that the constitution is at 
fault, and that when a man commits offences 
of the character he has committed the people 
have no redress. 

“If the senate does convict Judge Arch- 

1d, if the constitution in thie case is com- 
plied with, as I believe it will be, the people 
will again turn to the old constitution as 
their refuge and their harbor.” 


Takes Up Nashville Case. 
- Mr. Sterling declared the specific charges 
egainst Judge Archbald, at least many of 
them, were not the single grounds upon which 
the. house asked for his removel from office. 

Reviewing Judge Archbaild's correspond- 
ence with Attorney Helm Bruce of the Louie- 
ville and Nashville railroad, over a decision 
in which the Commerce court ultimately 
gave the award to the railroad, he said: 

“It is one fact which dovetalis into this 
system of conduct which he hes carried on 
with the railroads, I believe the inevitable 
and logical and reasonable conclusion is that 
Judge Archbald, by reason of this assistance 
from Helm Bruce, was able to convince the 
eourt that their first declsion wae wrong and 
compelled them to reverse it. 

‘We are impelled to the conclusion thet 
Judge Archbald was determined—and I em 
inclined to think he was wrongfully deter- 
mined—to have that case decided in favor of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad.”

‘URGE EQUITABLE SYSTEM 


“‘Wryllys W. Baird Says City Should 
Assist in Bringing About 
Wise Reform. 


The financial troubles of Chicago occupied 
most of the time of yesterday's monthly 
mesiing of the Chicago real estete board. 
The members finally adopted a resolution 
opposing any chenges in the Juul law pend- 
ing favorable action by the legislature on 
the tax amendment which carried at the 


‘“pecent election. 


The resolution, presented by Wyllys W. 

Beird, follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
boam that no amendment tq the Juul law 
be concurred in until the tegisidture 
adopts the cohetitutional tax emend- 
ment approved by the voters of the state 
of Tiinois at the recent election in No- 

vember, 1912. 

Mr. Baird deciared it was the psychological 
moment for the board to obtain the assist- 
ance of the city and the various civic or- 
ganizations in securing some equitable and 
comprehensive system of taxation which also 
will reach certain classes of property now, 
escaping taxation. He spoke in favor of the 
tax commission, and said it should now in- 
gist that the legislature act favorably on the 
snatter before making any changes in the 
Juul law. 


Present Opporition Reeolution, 

The resolution met with some opposition 
becaiure it was believed to anticipate pros- 
pective action by the legislation committee 
on the game subject. This was in connec 
tion with the following resolution, previous- 
ly submitted by Harry Goldstine, chairman 
of the committce: 

Resolved, That thé Chicago real estate 
board, as an organization, shail lend to 
the city of Chicago and its officers all the 
assistance possible to secure the passage 
of a legislative enactment amending the 
Juul law in such a way that the tax 
levies of the city for interest and sinking 
fund on its bonded indebtedness shail 
not operate to reduce the regular cor- 
porate-revenues of the city, and to that 
end shall be excluded from theageregate 
of the revenues which are subject; to 
ecaling and reduction.

SAYS IT MEANS BCONOMY. 


Expects Saving of Millions in Ex-

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—Congress was 
asked to appropriate $250,000 for continuing 
the investigation by the commission on econ- 
omy and efficiency into the executive depart- 
ments of the government in a special meas- 
sage today by President Taft.

Leslie M. Shaw Gives Opinion’on 
the Aldrich Plan. ~ 


PROTESTS AGAINST BANK. 


Prof. Laughlin Also Appears Before 
House Committee. : 


Washington, D. C., Jan. &—An emphatic 
warning from former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Leslie M. Shaw that a central reserve 
bank, such as proposed by the Aldrich na- 
tional monetary commission, would be con- 
trolled absolutely by Wail street, and a tech- 
nical discussion by Prof. J.. Laurence Laugh- 
lin of the University of Chicago of the opera- 
tion of the proposed divisional reserve of 
banks, featured today’s hearing before the 
Glass subcommittee of the house banking 
end currency committee. 

Says It Ought to Be So. 

“The central reserve association, if we 
have one,” said Mr. Shaw, “ will be controlled 
by the brains which today dominate the insti- 


tutions which are to be associated, and this is | 


the way it ought to be. If we ere to have such 
an institution I shall regret exceedingly if the 
United States Steel people and the Standard 
Oil people fail to control it. I am not worry- 
ing lest they fail. The makes their con- 
trol absolute. It would be a calamity if men 
of less caliber should get control. 

“ My objections to the reserve association 
are many. I donot believe it will acoomplish 
what its friends claim for it. That it will 
result In dangerous inflation of currency is 
probable, but I do not believe it will produce 
an annual and responsive reduction in the vol- 
ume of currency.”’ 


Suggests a Remedy. 

As a remedy for existing conditions, Mr. 
Shaw proposed that the government author- 
ize national banks to issue unsecured cur- 
rency, to be guaranteed by the government 
to the extent of 2 per cent of their capital 
stock, not including surplus, in times of 
emergency. 

To force contraction after the emergency 
ceased to exist, he suggested that a tax of 
5 per cent be Imposed upon al! such supple- 
mentary currency uncanceled after a cer- 
tain date. 


Tends to Breed Panics, 

Prof. Laughlin told the committee that the 
American reserve system actually tended to 
breed panics. The chief defect in the bank- 
ing system, he said, lay in the lack of organ- 
ization of credits in times of panic and the 
organization of credit by discounting firms. 

“IT have great respect for what has been ac- 
complished by the national monetary com- 
mission,”’ said Prof. Laughlin, ‘‘ and I believe 
that in any legislation which may be passed 
50 per cent of the features of the commis- 
sion’s plan must necessarily be incorpo- 
rated.”’ 

Prof. Laughiin argued against government 
note issues, contending that such issues hec-
